Young Capitalist’s Secretary Keeps 
Appointment, and at a Signal 
Armed Man Is Seized. 


After threatening’ to’ kill Vincent Astor 
in two letters signed ‘with’ a skull and 
crossbones an armed man, John ‘Meriel- 
la: of 174 Hester Street, was arrested 
late yesterday ‘afternoon in the Grand 
Central Terminal and locked up at Head- 
quarters, charged with attempted extor- 
tion and violating the Sullivan pistol 
law. 

Meriella, who. is 19, years old, and has 
been known as -‘John Miller,’’ dated 
ithe first lettef March 80, although it 
was postmarked March 27.° It read: 


Mr. Vincent Aster, 

I will like to see you*in the Grand Ventral 
terminal tomorrow afternoon 1:30 p. m. 
sharp. Take with you five hundred dollars 
So you can give them to me. Your money 
or your life. I: will be by the information 
stand.

10 QUIT THE STATE 


Appellate Division Unanimous in 
Holding He Should Be Sent 
Back to Matteawan. 


SECOND APPEAL EXPECTED 


Prisoner to: Remain. In. :the. Tombs 
Pending Decision in Habeas 
Corpus Proceedings.

CALL NICOLAY A MURDERER. 


British lnvoke Gerard’s Aid to Bring 
a German Officer to Justice, 


-LONDON, April 16. —Great Britain, 
acting through .the American Ambas- 
sador: in Berlin, it is announced, has 
made ‘“‘ the strongest possible protest.’

ALBANY, April 16.—The proposed new 
stamp-Jaw on alcoholic beverages is not 
popular with Republican members ‘rep- 
resenting rural communities in the Leg- 
islatute. “The plan ‘was advanted by the 
fiscal, leaders in the Senate, who, in their 
effort to adjust the income of the State 
to its growing expenditures, have been 
forced to look about for new sources of 
revenue. The plan originated with Sen- 
ate Leader Elon R. Brown. It proposed 
to tax intoxicants according to the vol- 
ume sold, and would have hit up-State 
communities as hard in proportion as 
it would dealers in New York City. 

This feature of the plan has proved 
so displeasing to up-State Republicans 
that today Senator Wilson of Wayne 
County introduced a bill proposing a 
new ‘excise tax scheme, which increases 
the cost of licenses one-third, but fol- 
lows the lines of the existing ‘excise law 
whereby the cost of. licenses is based 
on the population. Under the Wilson 
plan, of course, liquor dealers in New 
York would have the heaviest taxes to 
pay. . = TS 

The special committee appointed at the 
Republican conference yesterday to draft 
a bill embodying the proposed stamp tax 
Plan completed ifs labors today. The 
bill is now being put into shape by the 
bill drafting department. It was learned 
today that the special committee was 
divided two and two over the alterna- 
tive plans. Senate Leader Brown and 
Senator Burlingame of Kings favored 
the stamp tax.

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NELSON W. ALDRICH. 

Senator ALDRICH will be remembered 
as a convinced, resolute, unyielding 
protectionist and as the real author of 
the reform which has'given us the Fed- 
eral Reserve banking and curréncy 
system. The tariff law of’ 1909 bore 
his name with that of the Chairman of 
the House Committee on Ways and 
Means. It was called the Payne-Al- 
drich act, and we may be sure that he 
was proud of that distinction, even 
though the act was so little satisfac- 
tory to the country that it was the 
most prominent among the political 
forces that transferred the legislative 
power in the nation to the Democratic 
Party. .Mr. ALDRICH sincerely believed 
in a protective tariff, in really high 
protectivé duties, ‘as a sound: and wise 
policy for the nation. .. His. measure of 
the dégree of protection and‘‘of the 
rate of duties was what would satisfy 
the . manufacturer. Of -consumers’ 
complaints _ that the taxes they had to 
pay were oppressive and burdensome 
he took small account, because it was 
‘his belief that all the people of the 
country were benefited by protection 
and that the consumer was compen- 
sated by sharing in the general pros- 
perity. We have no doubt that his be- 
lief was sincere and he always resent- 
ed the charge made by political oppo- 
nents that he wag more interested in 
securing private benéfits “for favored 
interests than in promoting the gen- 
eral prosperity. 








tion of which he was, as we have said, 
the real author and chief promoter, 
does not bear his name. This is due 
not alone to the fact. that the opposi- 
tion party had coime into power to as- 
sume the responsibility for its. enact- 
ment, but to his earlier and generous 
renunciation of a credit and a distinc- 
tion properly belonging to him.

It was a period when it was 
charged that “the interests” were in 
control of the Government. The peo- 
ple resolved to change all that, and 
they did change it, indeed they went 
so far inthe other direction that harm 
was. done. “In making sure of it that 
business should be divorced from Gov- 
ernment they put Government in the 
attitude of hostility to business; big 
and little politicians prospered by. har- 
axsing business, until business, big and 
little alike, was checked in its due and 
legitimate expansion and robbed-of its 
opportunity. for. just gains. . That 
movement went too far and now there 
is reaction. The old conditions, the 
conditions~ in which Republicans like 
Senator ALpRIoH and.many who shared 
his views put their faith, will never be 
restored. Business. will never again 
be quite so influential in shaping laws, 

but the people themselves have come 
to believe that business should have a 
fair chance.

As Chairman 
of the Monetary Commission he un- 
dertook ‘and ‘successfully performed 
giant labors in collecting, compiling, 
and publishing information as to the 
experience and the banking practice 
of other commercial countries. The 
reports of the Monetary Commission 
were the basis of his bill, the basis of 
the’ present law. Fot this labor he 
was equipped by sound business judg- 
ment and clear understanding of foun- 
dation principles in ‘banking and 
finance. He was a firm believer in a 
central bank,’ and a central bank we 
have today in fact, although its real 


political support in some parts of the 
country where the belief: exists that 
banking should be under local control. 
Any competent student of finance who 
compares the Monetary Commission 
bill with the present law and who fol- 
lowed the debates while the measure 
was under discussion in Congress will 
readily perceive the very great debt 
that the nominal: authors of the law 
owe to Mr. ALDRIOH and the Monetary 
Commission. 

History will rank NELson W. AL- 
DRICH as a statesman who put the 
stamp of his genius for-public affairs 
upon the history of his country. His 
capacity was great, his labors tireless, 
and many months before his death he 
had come to feel that he had found his 
reward in substantial succegs. The 
reproaches showered upon him by po- 
litical opponents were such as men 
prominent in politics and affairs have 
to put up with. They concerned his 
public career, for his private honor 
was above all aspersion, and even 
now, so rapidly do the currents of pub- 
lic opinion shift their course in this 
country, the judgment of men upon 
him and upon his acts has become 
more favorable, the bitterness insepa- 
rable from party. strife has disap- 
peared, and those who were his unre- 
lenting opponents have come to admit 
the very great value of his services 
to the nation. 


HUERTA AND MEXICO. 

General Huprra’s address possesses 
all the qualities of his former public 
utterances. Audacity, contempt for 
the reasoning powers of his hearers, 
perfect self-satisfaction, a disregard 
of well-established facts . combined 
with a certain plausibility of manner, 
make his statements to the reporters 
in the Hotel Ansonia a public docu- 
ment of human interest and ap- 
preciable charm. But it will not bear 
sober examination. - His denial of 
complicity in: the murder of MADERO 
is just so many words, which signify 
nothing in particular. If he is blame- 
less in that matter he has not yet 
proved it. He might better have said 
nothing. The idea that he is holding 
some facts in reserve for a more 
fitting occasion is preposterous. The 
time has passed for reticence about 
recent Mexican history. There never 
has been any proof, for that matter, of 
HvuERTa’s complicity in the murder, 
but when MaDERo was sent, after dark, 
under a small guard, from the National 
Palace to the penitentiary, his life was 
at least rashly imperiled. 

Huerta’s proclamation of his patri- 
otism can have no effect when his 
record is recalled. As dictator he did 
nothing for his country. His boasts 
are merely foolish, He says he 
formed an army of 180,000 men. He 
had a pitifully small army, which the 
badly trained soldiers of the Con- 
stitutionalists soon overthrew. He 
must know that such assertions as 
that and his hyperbole about the 
16,000,000 men, women, and children 
in Mexico who can be conquered only 
by 16,000,000 invaders, “one for each 
man, woman, and child,” (Why not 
make it 32,000,000 invaders?) can have 
no effect here. In the first. place, 
while the course of the many-sided 
conflict of the lawless elements in 
Mexico has. aroused no admiration 
here for Mexican valor, nobody is 
thinking of an invasion of Mexico, 
nobody favors intervention. 
It may. be that Huprta’s words 
were especially designed for effect on 
ignorant’ Mexicans. It may be true, 
though it seems so unlikely, that he 
intends to return to his own country. 
The Washington correspondent of The 
Sun ‘says: 


There is good reason for believing 
that the Mexican groups in this coun- 
try are backing HuERTA to work out 
a plan of action for them—not so much 
with the idea of placing the ex-dic- 
tator at the head of the new Govern- 
ment, but to have him supply the 
brains and leadership in the Anitial 
: stages.

Hope for any successful 
outcome of the plans of the various 
juntas in ‘Texas is very faint, as their 
leaders are all men who have been 
tried and found wanting and the aim 
of each: is now, as it ever has ‘been, 
personal gain rather than the wel- 
fare of the people. The Mexicans 
need many things, just land laws, 
equitable taxation,'the suppression of 
the enormous power over the com- 
mon people of the: hacendados, a bet- 
ter system of free educatioh, but first 
of all they must have peace. Many 
wise and honest Mexicans cherish 
well-devised plans for civil and in- 
dustrial development, but none has 
the power to restore peace. To call 
the insurrectionists revolutionists no 
longer seems justifiable. There is no 
longer a revolution, as all govern- 
ment has been destroyed. Mexico 
must have a Government, and it 
seems that some joint action of the 
United. States in co-operation with 
the South American Republics can 
not be much longer deferred. 
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BOOKS ABOUT THE. WAR. 

No previous war in the world’s his- 
tory has inspired the production of so 
many books as that of 1914-5, within 
less than nine months, A second list 
of war books_prepared for the Spring 
Number “of Taz New YorK TiMEs 
Bobx REviEw, to be published tomor- 
row with THe SunDay TIMES, com- 
prises no fewer than 172 titles, and 
one of ‘these comprehends 30 of the 
Oxford pamphlets, treating of various 
aspects of the great conflict. The list 
includes, to be sure, a few reprints of 
older books, to which recent occur- 
rences have lent new value, such as 
G. W. STEEVENs’s admirable “ With 
Kitchener in Khartoum,” which de- 
scribes so well the personality and 
generalship of England’s great War 
Secretary, but these are a small minor- 
ity, and the number indicates what a 
great library of books the European 
war will in time produce. This is 
not altogether due to the relative 
cheapness of book production now 
compared with the era of the Napole- 
onic wars, for instance, or even that 
of the war between the States in this 
country and the Franco-Prussian war 
of. 1870. The present war involves 
many controversies, it vitally concerns 
the progress of the world’s civilization, 
it marks an epoch in world ‘history 
comparable only with the Fall of the 
Roman Empire or the Reformation. 
Future history will date from it. 

Many of these earlier volumes of 
contemporary opinion, testimony, and 
argument will be treasured by the fut- 
ure historians. Some of them have 
sufficient vitality to be preserved side 
by side with the chronicles to be writ- 
ten hereafter when the national ani- 
mosities aroused by the war have been 
allayed. ‘The list is classified and in- 
cludes not only historical works, hooks 
relating to military and naval strategy, 
the explanations of the positions of 
the various nations involved in the 
conflict, the contributions to the lit- 
erature of the war from American 
writers, the statements of eyewit- 
nesses, but also the poetry, drama, and 
fiction which the conflict has thus far 
inspired. The student of contempo- 
rary‘history will find this classified list 
invaluable. -

-The difference between himself 
and the others, or some of the others, is 
his strong belief, frankly expressed, that 
the road to peace of the desirable sort 
occasionally lies through war, and that 
in such instances it cannot otherwise be 
obtained. 
Hence is it, presumably, that the Colo- 
nel not infrequently makes statements, 
as, indeed, he does in this letter, that 
convey to antagonistic minds the im- 
pression that“he views war as in itself a 
good: thing and to be approved. Of 
course he would deny this, though he 
could hardly deny that he finds war 
less dreadful than do the rest of us or 
that he even gets actual pleasure out of 
it as the desperate, but one effective, 
remedy for desperate ills. After all, how- 
ever, the chances are that he really parts 
company only with that small fraction 
of the pacifist group that insists that war 
is never necessary, never justifiable, and 
never without a substitute based on rea- 
son instead of. force. 
With the Colonel’s criticisms of people 
who are loud in condemnation of wrong 
in‘ the abstract, but cautiously silent in 
regard to concrete ifestations of it, 
especially if the. manifestations be con- 
temporaneous and near at hand, all jsen- 
sible folk must be in accord. The expo- 
nents of that miserable doctrine are fair- 
ly open to the charge of cowardice, but 
the Colonel’ threw it in the general di- 
rection of avowed peace-lovers with less 
care than he might and should have 
taken to see that it hit only the right 
marks. His own remarks about Cop- 
perheads in the North and Confederates 
in the South illustrated the need for re- 
straint of language in the characteriza- 
tion of opponents.

To 
help out this feeling there is the: vague 
impression that prizefighting, though 
bad in itself, is somehow related to the 
admittedly noble art of self-defense, and 
by another impression, somewhat more 
definite, that this particular prizefight 
was neither very shocking nor very rep- 
rehensible, since the wounds inflicted 
were mere scratches and the amount of 
blood shed in it too small to pain any 
except morbidly delicate sensibilities. 

In spite of all this, the exclusion of the 
fight films from the country ,was en- 
tirely commendable. For one thing, the 
Federal law, with which most of the 
State laws are already in harmony and 
soon all will be, compelled the action 
taken. For another thing, the action 
taken will Have a most discouraging ef- 
fect on the commercialization of boxing, 
which, when done for money, is a most 
miserable occupation, full of fraud and 
in every way demoralizing. The blow to 
the would-be exploiters of the public in- 
terest in a sport only commendable at 
its rare and almost impossible best is 
severe and therefore satisfactory. 

Even those who are thinking, a little 
tesentfully, that they wouldn’t shave 
been measurably hurt~by seeing the 
fight films must confess that they 
haven’t missed much. And should they 
say that worse and more harmful 
pictures appear on‘the screens every

ART NOTES. 


An Exhibition of Ecclesiastical Fur- 
niture—Persian Ceramics. 


At the Berlin Photographic Company’s 
GaHeries is a very interesting group of 
ecclesiastical furniture exhibited in the 
little inner room appropriately hung 
with purple and presenting an astonish- 
ing contrast to the pagan aspect of the 
outer galleries in which are the paint- 
ings of Maurice Sterne. There are a 
tabernacle, a ciborium, and a) crucifix, 
executed for the Chapel of the Blessed 
Sacrament in St. John’s Church, New- 
port, R. I., by Durr Friedley, Paul 
Manship, Helen Keeling Mills, Eleanor 
Deming, and Messrs. F. Caldwell & Co. 
Mr. Friedley made the designs and cut 
the figures of Mary and St. John, one 
of which is shown in the metal, the 
other in its unfinished state in wood. 
Mr. Manship did the figure of Christ, 
mild in type, and Miss Mills and Miss 
Deming the excellent enamels, Miss 
Mills also doing the ciborium. The 
work is interesting on account of the 
care taken in the execution as well as 
in the design, and because it opens up 
a wide field for modern craftsmen. 

At the Little Gallery Persian ceramics, 
Byzantine icons, and French eighteenth 
century prints are keeping rather in- 
congruous company. The Persian 
things are, of course, beautiful in color, 
and the prints are charming in work- 
manship and mines of wealth in their 
suggestions for period rooms, and the 
icons are gloomy and austere. Yet they 
live together in a.quite remarkable har- 
mony as things that are good in them- 
selves do manage to. harmonize, . what- 
ever their divergence. 

At the Arlington Galleries is an exhi- 
bition by an American, W. A. Sherwood, 
who has lived most of his working years 
in Belgium, and has won reputation and 
official ‘recognition there.

loan of $30,000,000 to Bulgaria by Gert- 
man.and Austrian bankers it wag stated: 
that no political conditions were at- 
tached to the arrangement, but it was 
regarded as significant that Bulgaria 
had refused the proffer of a similar Joan 
made several months before by the pow- 
ers of the Triple Entente.” 

Will you allow me to”state that the 
$30,000,000 paid to Bulgaria last Feb- 
ruary was not a new loan, but @ ‘re- 
mittance on a loan contracted in Ber- 
Hin on July 4, 1914, before the outbreak 
of the war and before any suspiciofi 
or expectation of a war existed. Thé 
whole amount of the loan, contracted 
with the ‘‘ Diskonto Gesellschaft ’* Bank 
of Berlin, is .$100,000,000, part of which 
was paid as soon as the contract was’ 
signed, while the rest was to be paid in 
various installments. The loan was 
issued at'84, bearing 5 per cent. interest, 
and the bank was granted certain con- 
cessions, namely, the working of.one of 
the richest mines in Bulgaria conjointly 
with the Government, the building “of 
a railway line to Porto Lagos on the 
Aegean Sea and the construction of a 
harbor at the same place, the Bulgarian 
Government guaranteeing a 10 per cent. 
profit on the capital. 


Bulgaria had applied to Paris, where 
most of her former loans had been 
placed, but as the French Government, 
for reasons of its own, declined to coun- 
tenance the loan, the negotiations with 
the Paris banks fell through. The Bul- 
garian Government then opened negotia- 
tions with German banks. 

At the time that the loan was ‘con- 
cluded last July, as well as when the 
remittance of $30,000,000 on it was made 
last February, the Bulgarian Govern- 
ment officially and explicitly declared 
that the loan is a purely business trans- 
action, and carries with it no political 
engagements whatsoever on the part 
of Bulgaria toward Germany or Austria. 

So far, nothing has happened to prove 
these declarations of the Bulgarian Gov- 
ernment false.

I am a Belgian officer actually interned in 
the Netherlands as a prisoner of war. Nobody 
might now forecast the futurity, but what- 
ever be the result of the European war I 
could become obliged efter the end of it to 
seek for a new profession; from one hand, 
if the Allies are victorious, the armies will 
probably be diminished, that which will shut 
the military career; from ‘the other hand, 
if they are vatquished Belgium will be an- 
nexed to Germany, and then honor will 
forbid me to accept to be in the service of 
the white and black colors. So in both 
eventualities I might be compelled to expa- 
triate, 

The purpose of this letter is to use your 
kindness and your knowledge of business in 
the’ United States and request you to let me 
know if I could undertake something there 
with some chance of success; and to whom I 
could eventually apply in order to find a 
friendly support in America, 

I am 34 years old, married, without child. 
I have no wealth. I am Captain in the 
fortress artillery, come out the military 
school, where, beyond the military studies, 
I have been taught of superior mathematics, 
(analysis, mechanics, physical sciences, tim- 
ber works, &c.) Later I got the diploma of 
staff officer and also that of electrician en- 
gineer in the University of Liege. I had a 
good practice in the staff service, and during 
three months uf the war I served as a staff 
com:nander in a brigade of 12,000 soldiers,

THE NEw York TIMES said editorially 
on April 17, 1865: 


Every possible atrocity appertains to this 
rebellion, There is nothing whatever that 
its leaders have scrupled at. ‘Wholesale 
massacres and torturings, wholesale star- 
vation of prisoners, firing of great cities, 
Piracies of the cruelest kind, persecution of 
the most hideous character and of vast ex- 
tent, and finally assassination in high 
places—whatever is inhuman, whatever is 
brutal, whatever is fiendish, these men 
have resorted to. They will leave behind 
names so black, and the memory of deeds 
20 infamous, that the execration of the 
slaveholders’ rebellion will be eternal. 


These very words might be paralleled from 
the comments of English and French jour- 
nals, and of their sympathizers in this coun- 
try, upon what they are pleased to call the 
‘*Furor Teutonicus,’’ Yet, fifty years after 
the close of the slaveholders’ rebellion, there 
are few who hold- Lee and Jackson and 
Johnston and Davis in particular execration; 
and so far from the conduct of their armies 
and officials being considered particularly 
atrocious, I believe it is generally held that 
the behavior wg pene sides in. the American 
Civil war was if anything less rather than 
more veprenenstnie than the behavior of most 
armies in time of actual hostilities.

In other words, within 
the last three years contracts for’ loans 
of about $375,000, 000° have been com- 
pleted.. ‘Thus the present and prospective 
debt chargeable to this line of internal 
‘iinprovement amounts to about $535,000,- 
000... The major portion of -the loans 
eontracted for: railway and. industrial 
purposés since the revolution is included: 
in the public national’ debt, for which 
bonds have not yet been issued except- 
ing in. small part. China, therefore, 
has not spent all this money. | 

Out of the amount of $375,000,000 
bonds have been issued for only $35,000,- 
000. But in the recent loans contracted 
by China a clause is.always included 
to the effect that a portion of the loan 
is to be advanced for a considerable 
time before the issue of the bonds, and 
the work itself must be begun before 
bonds are, issued, Take, for instance, 
a railway loan: surveying must be be- 
gun and engineers should be selected, 
and immediately after signatures are 
placed on the document the lender ad- 
vances from 10 to 20 per cent. of the 
total amount of the loan. 

Temporarily meeting requirements by 
advancing this money, the bond is is-. 
sued at ah opportune time, and from 
the first. payment. of the bond thus is- 
sued the money which has been. ad- 
vanced will be deducted. The moneys 
thus advanced during the last three 
years may probably amount to~*$60,000,- 
000. The bdlance, $315,000,000, . ac- 
cording to the contracts, is the amount 
to be issued in Burope and elsewhere 
when the war is over and the financial 
situation becomes normal. It is a mat- 
ter, of wonder that China finds herself 
perfectly able to raise $375,000,000 of 
foreign loans in the space of three 
years. Now, let us consider to what 
purposes these loans of $375,000,000 are 
to be applied. Here they are: : 

First—The line starting from Haichan, 
in the northern part of the Province of 
Kiangsu. and extending to Lanchow, 
about one thousand miles. This is a 
trunk line almost bisecting China from 
north to south. The estimated cost of con- 
struction is $50,000,000. A Belgian syn- 
dicate received the contract for con- 
struction. , It is known generally as the 
Belgian Syndicate, but, in fact, French, 
British and Russian capital is backing 
the syndicate. It is a four-power affair 
conducted in the name of the Belgian 
Syndicate. 

Second—The second line is known as 
the Pu-sin Railway, now. building by 
British and.French capital. It starts 
from Pukow, reaches to Sinyang, and 
is about two hundred and ‘eighty miles. 
long. The capital necessary for con- 
struction is about °$15,000,000; >and fs 
borrowed by the Central China Railway 
Company. 

Third—Dardone-Chuntu Railway. .This 
line starts from Taitongfu, in Shansi; 
off the west border of. the Province of 
Chihli, whence it runs southwestwardly 
to. Chuntu, in Szechuan. The capital 
for this, line is also to come trom the 
Belgian Syndicate. It has a length of} 
about one thousand miles, and the és- 
timated cost of construction ‘is $50,- 
000,000. 

Fourth—The greatest railway con- 
struction enterprise in China is’ the one 
which was contracted for by a French 
capitalist—the Kunchau-Ichang Rail- 
way. It starts from Kunchau, in the 
Province of. Canton; therice it traverses 
the Provinces of Yunnan and -Kuansi 
and reaches Ichang, in the Province of 
Szechuan. This line calls for a loan of 
$120,000,000. It includes the construc- 
tion of the harbor at Kunchau, ‘which 
would take a considerable amount of 
money. 

Fifth—Next comes the Ninztan Rail- 
way, which was contracted for by Brit- 
ish capital. It starts from Nankin and 
runs westward for about seven hundred 
miles to Changsha, in the Province of 
Honan. Cost, about $40,000,000. 

Sixth—Then there is the line for which 
the British Pawling Company has re- 
ceived the contract for construction, at 
a cost of about $40,000,000. This line 
runs from Soosze, in the Province of 
Hopeh, to Hsianni, in the Province of 
Quaichow. ~ It is 700 miles long.

The simple announcement, ‘‘ Former 
Senator Nelson W. Aldrich died of an 
apoplectic stroke’ shortly before 10 
o'clock this morning at his home, 908 
Fifth Avenue; New York City,’’ was 
issued from the office of his son-in-law, 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 26 Broadway. 
When ex-Senator Aldrich became ill on 
‘Thursday afternoon efforts were made 
to get his family physician, Dr.- John G. 
Thatcher, but when he could not be 
found Dr. Allen M. Thomas was sum- 
moned to his bedside. Soon afterward 
Dr. Thatcher visited his patient and re- 
mained at the Aldrich home only a short 
while. 

Dr. Thatcher called on former Sen- 
ator Aldrich again yesterday morning 
about 9.30 o’clock. He found his patient 
cheerful and apparently recovering from 
The physi- 
cian had a short conversation. with his 
patient and departed. The physician 
had not been gone more than ten min- 
utes when Mr. Aldrich was stricken and 
lapsed into unconsciousness.

His Long Political Carcer. 

Ex-Senator Aldrich, retiring in 1911, 
ended a political career that he began 
forty-one years previously in the local 
government of Providence, R. I. For 
thirty years he was a member of Con- 
gress, where his dominant influence and 
ability usually enabled him to “get 
what he went for.”* 

His entrance into national politics was 
Made on the eve of the immense ex- 


pansion of commercial and industrial 
energy which followed the reconstruc- 
tion period, and he had taken an active, 


~often a controlling part in the varied 


legislation to which this unprecetnisd 
development has given_ rise. This, 
broadly, was along two lines, the 2ur- 
rency and the tariff. Chiefly in him 
was the authorship of the Aldrich-Vree- 
land Currency act and the Payne-Ald- 
rich tariff law. His efforts, as con- 
cerned the currency, steadily were to- 
ward a sound standard. Himself a man 
of wealth and business ability, ex-Sen- 
ator Aldrich indirectly had a vast ‘in- 
fluence on Wall Street. He understood 
the point: of view of the country’s. finan- 
ciers: ‘That they had faith in his well- 
defined aims was a matter of gommon 
knowledge. 


Henry P. Davison’s Tribute. 


This appreciation of ex-Senator Ald- 
rich was made by Henry P. Davison of 


-J. P. Morgan & Co., who was associated 


with Senator Aldrich in the reform of 
our currency system, soon after Mr. 
Davision learned of the death of ex- 
Senator Aldrich: 

“I first came to know Senator Ald- 
rich in the Spring of 1908,. immediately 
after the panic of 1907.

Commission was appointed by Congress. 
This commission, consisting of mine 
Senator, nine Congressmen, headed by 
Senator Aldrich, immediately took up 
the study of the respective financial sys- 
tems of the important countries of the 
world. I am sure that all members of 
the commission and all familiar with 
their work will credit Senator Aldrich 
not only with having conceived the plan 


‘of procedure, but also with being the

Dancer Gives First Presentation 
of Sophocles’ Tragedy, with 
Spoken Drama Added. 


STHETIC STAGE SETTINGS 
Augustin Duncan Gives Good Read-| M 
ing of Ocdipus and Margaret 
‘Wycherly Pleases as Jocasta. 


Isadora Duncan and her company gave 
their first presentation of Sophocles’s 
“Oedipus Rex’’ at the Century Opera 
House last night, and it was made ap- 
parent by the very large audience which 
attended that there was public interest 
in the yenture. So greatly was the 
company encouraged that a short time 
after the curtain went up it was an- 
nounced that Miss Duncan would not 
after all cut short her engagement to- 
night, but would continue for another 
" every eve- 
ning and ‘‘ Orpheus’ at the matinées. 

Last night’s performance was the first 
venture of the “ Dionysions” into the 
spoken drama. Augustin Duncan played 
Oedipus, and the services of Margaret 
Wycherly as Jocasta, Oswald Yorke as 
Kreon, and-Ivan Simpson as Tiresias 
were enlisted outsid¢, as well as those 
of Lewis Sealy, Brandon Peters, Leon- 
ard Grey, Dennis Cleugh, and others in 
minor roles. 

It was possible to regard the perform- 
ance with mixed emotions. From the 
purely theatrical standpoint it is not 
notable. The chief difficulty is with 
the translated text which is used, the 
authorship of which is not acknow!l- 
edged on the program. It seems possible 
that in devising it the writer had in 
mind the conception that he was called 
‘upon to make the old tragedy interest- 
ing to modern ears by putting a collo- 
quial twist to it. If so, the result 
proved it was unfortunate he had been 
in a position to carry through the at- 
tempt, for the prose that came from the 
stage was commonplace and unfelicit- 
ous. It abounded in awkward verbal 
turns that often prevented a sense of 
the beauty of the original phrase get- 
ting through. 

On the other hand, there was a note 
that is often missing from similar pro- 
ductions by the ordinary stage, that of 
subordinating everything else to the 
esthetic element. The single stage set- 
ting that the classic idea of dramatic 
unity imposed was strikingly suggestive 
of this element. The temple steps and 
portico of the conventional representa- 














tion were merely suggested in an adap- 
tation of the usual Duncan blue-gray 
background, which consisted of enor- 
mous steps each side of the stage and 
two massive blocks at the rear, between 
which there. was a narrow ‘entrance. 
The suggestive lighting, the music, the 
costuming, and the groupings were all 
devised so as to achieve the atmospheric 
effect which accompanies all Miss Dun- 
can’s productions. 

Augustin Duncan gave a good reading 
of the réle of Qedipus. There were 
times when he came near the danger 
mark of inflated style, but as a whole 
his work was quite acceptable. Mar- 
garet Wycherly’s Jocasta was admir- 
able—perhaps the best thing in the per- 
formance—and Oswald Yorke’s Kreon 
was properly. impetuous and properly 
ingratiating.

There has been much profit taking 
during this forward movement, ahd that 
has helped to keep the market in hand 
and to maintain °a firm foundation for 
it, as prices: have risen higher and 
‘higher. Thanks to the gains madé by 
the industrial issues, the net gain in the 
general level of prices was greater yes- 
terday than on any other day since last 
Friday. From the, close of: the previous 
day to the high of the following day 
yesterday’s forward movement was 
nearly as broad as that of a week ago, 
but then a much larger share of the 
day’s extreme advance was retained un- 
til the close. Yesterday there was a 
considerable reaction from the _ best 
prices of the day. 

In such a market there 
many people who would like to see re- 
action. Many of these are, traders who 
failed to buy or who sold out too soon, 
and for many days there has been this 
sort of desire for reaction among trad- 
ers. In yesterday's market there were 
some indications that reactionary influ- 
ences were beginning to be a little 
more potent than they had been at any 
earlier stage of the advance, albeit those 
indications were by no means conclu- 
sive. When an advance temporarily 
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forces, speculative and other, making 
for a rise in prices a reaction is bound 
to accur, but the net effect of those 
forces cannot be accurately gauged ‘in 
advance. Hence the mere extent of a 
forward movement measured in points 
furnishes no sure guide to the immi- 
nence of a reaction. All that can be 
said with certainty is that the higher 
prices go the more likely it is that re- 
action will occur. So far as the record 
of the present movement goes, it ap- 
pears from a survey of the course of 
the averages that this rise began on 
March 19, since when there have been 
but two days when the general level of 
prices closed lower than on the pre- 
ceding day. The average of fifty stocks 
during this time has risen about 9% 
points and the two days of reaction 
combined showed recessions of less 
than an eighth of a point. There has, 
in other words, been a continuous ad- 
vance for nearly a month, during which 
time the railroad stocks have gained 
on the average 6% points and industrial 
issues 12% points, a general advance of 
9% points.

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Danger to Crews Exaggerated, Says 
Lieut. Hinkamp, U. 8. N.. 


Submarine dangers and operations and 
recent developments in this type of war 
craft were described by Lieut. C. N. 
Hinkamp, U. 8. N., at the Automobile 
Club of “America last night. He has been 
engaged in submarine work and opera- 
tions for six years, and is now in the 
engineering division of the Navy De- 
partment at Washington. The lecture 
was illustrated with photographs show~ 
ing American submarines. in construc- 
tion and in action. ' 

“‘It would be unwise to speculate at 
this time upon what probably caused 
the trouble to the F-4,"" said Lieut. Hin- 
kamp. “ As any one of a hundred or 
more things may have caused something 
to go wrong with the F-4 after submierg- 
ing, it would be useless to venture an 
opinion now. Undoubtedly the F-4 will 
be recovered and athorough investigation 
made, which may disclose the cause and 


afford valuable information tending to 
guard against a similar catastrophe.” 

The operation of a submarine is es- 
sentially “a one-man.job, according to 
the Lieutenant. While every one of the 
crew must know all about the impor- 
tant features of the vessel, safety and 
successful operation depended solely on 
the commander, he q 

**Generally speaking,’’ he went on, 
‘the submarine is not any more dan- 
gerous than any other craft in opera- 
tion—I mean, of course, for those with- 
in the vessel: I am pretty glad that 
Cape Cod’s ocean floor is where it is, 
for through a slight error of judgment 
and a few other things ‘we went to the 
bottom there without intending to do 
SO, but fortunately we were able to get 


up. 

Lieut. Hinkamp indicated his belief 
that the submarine was more impor- 
tant than the battleship as a means of 
coast defense when he ; 

‘““A submarine costs $500,000, a bat- 
tleship $14,000,000. Therefore, you can 
build twenty-eight submarines at the 
cost of one battleship, and a submarine 
is capable, under ordina conditions, 
yes, even under unfavorable conditions, 
of destroying a battleship.”’ 

He spoke of the need for an adequate 
tender service for our submarine fleets, 
and characterized it as being only a 
“makeshift service ’’ at present. 

In explaration of the substitution of 
letters: and numbers instead of names 
for submarines Lieut. Hinkamp said 
that the number of vessels had in- 
creased so rapidly that the names of 
bugs, beetles, and other insects had 
given out. Numbering had the ad- 
vantage of distinguishing one class from 
another, he explained. 

“These stories you hear. from the 
European war zone of submarines and 
their crews being out for two weeks are 
somewhat amusing,’’ he remarked. ‘‘ We 
have found that five days was about the 
limit of human possibilities for continual 
gheresion of a submarine.”

The Collector justi- 
fied his tax on the und that the 
goods were made of flax, whereas the 
importers claimed cotton predominated. 
An analysis by the Government chemist 
disclo; that cotton was. chief value 
in a portion of the merchandise. Judge 
Cooper held that where cotton predomi- 
nated duty should be allowed at 380 per 
cent., as clairhed. As to the balance 
of the goods the Collector was affirmed. 
Lamb, Finlay & Co. made practically 
similar claims regarding union towels 
and toweling, but were overruled. 

John L. Vandiver, Philadelphia, pro- 
tested a 80 per cent. duty on cotton 
table damask returned by the Collector 
under the tariff as Jacquard figured 
manufactures of cotton. The importer 
claimed a rate of 25 per eent. as plain 
cotton damask. In sustaining the pro- 
test, Judge Cooper held that the pro- 
vision for cotton damask is more spe- 
cific than that for Jacquard goods.

In that it has apparently increased 
friendly feeling among Southern cotton 
mills, the dyestuffs stringency has been 
an ill wind that has blown somebody 
good.
